For  some  time  I  have  been  cu¬ 
rious  about  the  record  of  mis¬ 
sion  giving  on  the  part  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Churches'  and 
MtosU'Jlppi  Bapttot  Associations. 

A  survey  of  the  1957  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptist  Convention  Annual 
has  revealed  the  following  inter¬ 
esting  facts:

1.  The  approximately  1,770 
churches  in  Mississippi  gave  a 
total  of  a  little  more  than  $2,- 
700,000  for  all  mission  gifts,  in- 
cludidg  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  and  all  designated  gifts 
in  1956-57. 

2.  There  were  only  64  of  the 
1,770  churches  that  gave  over 
$10,000  each  for  all  missions. 

3.  These  64  churches  gave  a 
total  of  $1,427,,923.00  for  aU  mis¬ 
sion  gifts,  or  more  than''bhe-hall' 
the  total. 

4.  There  were  only  16  of  these 
64  churches  which  gave  more 
than  $25,000  each  for  all  mission 
causes. 

5.  These  16  churches  gave  a 
total  of  $687,846.00,  or  more  than 
one-fourth  the  totaL 

6.  Only  14  out  of  the  76  Asso¬ 
ciations  in  Mississippi  gave  over 
$50,000.00  each  to  all  mission 
causes. 

7.  Of  the  76  Associations,  10 

gave  less  than  $10,000  each  to  all 
mission  causes.  * 

8.  Two  of  the  76  Aissociations 
gave  less  than  $5,000  each. 

9.  Of  the  76  Board  Members, 

39  were  from  Churches  giving 
less  than  $5,000  to  all  mission 
causes.  These  39  Board  Mem¬ 
bers  (over  half  the  Board)  came 
from  churches  giving  a  total  of 
only  $70,088.00.  Of  these  39,  15 
were  from  churches  giving  less 
than  $1,000.  ...  . 

10.  Of  the  64  churches  giving 
over  $10,000  each,  less  than  25 
had  a  member  on  the  State  Con¬ 
vention  Board. 

These  facts  relative  to  the  giv¬ 
ing  habits  of  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  and  Associations 
reveal  that  the  majority  of  the 
financial  support  comes  from  re¬ 
latively  lew  churches.  Also,  it  to 
evident  that  the  representation 
on  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Bhjsrd  is,  not  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  financial  strength  of 
the  churches  or  the  Associa¬ 
tions.

There  was  made  in  no  one  of 
the  “hearings"  to  which  Jesus 
was  subjected  any  effort  to  find 
facts  upon  which  to  determine 
justice,  but  only  a  determined, 
prejudiced  effort  to  find  a  plaus¬ 
ible  excuse  to  put  an  innocent 
man  to  death. 

Every  rule  of  the  system  of 
the  Criminal  Jurisprudence  of 
the  Ancient  Hebrews  was  out¬ 
raged  in  this  three-fold  'mock¬ 
ery  of  a  criminal  trial. 

A  court  trial  was  not  to  be 
at  night.  Two  of  the  three  “bear¬ 
ings”  violated  that  principle. 

The  judges  were  required  to 
submit  their  verdict  in- writing, 
properly  signed.  This  was  not 
done. 

No  accused  person  wan-  to  be 
tried  without  the  privilege  of 
having  witne.ss  in  his  behalf. 


None  was  allowed  Jesus. 

A  whole  day  must  elapse  af¬ 
ter  a  verdict,  and  the  court  was 
then  to  reaffirm  or  deny  the 
verdict  of  the  day'  before.  Af¬ 
ter  a  verdict  of  guilty  was  ren¬ 
dered  against  any  accused  per¬ 
son,  the  judges  were  required 
to  fast  and  examine  themselves 
for  the  remainder  of  that  day 
lest  they  may  have  (lone  an  in¬ 
nocent  man  to  death.  At  least  a 
whole  day  must  elapse  between 
a  verdict  of  guilty  and  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  the  sentence.  This  was 
not  allowed  Jesus.  The  whole 
transaction  vi^as  conducted  with 
the  one  purpose  of  getting  this 
condemned  man^dead  and  out 
of  the  way  at  once.
